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CHICAGO — (AP) — W. 
Clement Stone yesterday de- 
nied a report that he had 
asked special. Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox to 
trace the uses of his pialli- I 
millionrdollar contributions I 
to President Nixon’s election 
campaigns. 

Stone, a millionaire Cihica- { 
go insurance executive and 
philanthropist, revealed Fri- 
day that he had given dearly 
$7 million in loans and con- 
tributions to R e p u b 1 i c a n 
campaigns since 1968. 

Almost $5 million of that 
total was given in support of 
Nixon’s 1968 and 1972 presi- 
dential races. Responding to 
a story in Saturday’s edi- 
tions of the Chicago Sun- 
Times that he had asked 
Cox to trace the money, 
Stone said in a statement: 

“I have repeatedly stated 
that my contributions have 
definitely not been involved 
in Watergate because I 
know exactly to which com- 
mittees the checks were 
paid. But recently it was 
suggested by reporters that 
there coiiid be a possibility 
some of the money might 
have been misused. 

. Because there is a 
possibility, even though im- 
probable, I said I would con- 
duct my own inquiries into 
.how the money was spent, i 
i _ “I did not imply at any 
jtime that I would seek the 
aid of the Watergate prose- 
cutor to investigate the use 
of my contributions. I am, of 
course, willing to cooperate 
in every possible way.” 

Stone also released a list 
of 42 candidates in 29 states 
whom he supported in gub- 
ernatorial, senate and con- 
gressional races in 1970.
